A 
few are ministers who believe 
in an imminent Armageddon 
and seek to enlist members of 
Congress in a holy war 
against communism. 


They have already made in 
roads on Capitol Hill that 
should be a matter of national 
alarm. With plenty of money 
to spend, they have attached 
themselves like limpets to 
powerful men in the Senate 
and the House.

Typical is Eep. Mike Feig- 
han (D-Ohio), once an engag- 
ing Irishman, who has been 
| turned by the right-wing infec- 
tion into a suspicious old man. 
He has reared up on the 
House floor to charge that the 
Central Intelligence Agency! 
and State Department are 
Communist-infiltrated. 

At a 1965 immigration con 
ference in Switzerland, he 
suddenly assailed the memory 
of the late President Kennedy 
I for his alleged “left-wing atti- 
tudes and softness on commu- 
nism.” Feighan has given in- 
terviews in his office^ to Rich- 
ard Cotten, whose radio com- 
mentary has been called defam- 
atory and anti-Semitic by the 
Anti-Defamation League. 

More than a dozen members 
of Congress have permitted 
their names to be used by the 
subversives of the right. Half) 
the South Carolina congres- 
sional delegation, for example, 
have been infected with the 
virus. Still other right wingers 
-have found jobs on congres- 
sional staffs. 

The infiltration is the most 
serious threat to democracy, 
since the Communists infil- 
trated political front organ- 


izations and labor unions in 
the 1930s.

Another time, he didn’t 
want to talk to the President 
who was trying to persuade 
him to push a bill he didn’t 
want to push. 

When the phone in Powell’s 
private office rang, aide 
Chuck Stone picked it up. 

“It’s the President,” whis- 
pered Stone. Powell grinned, 
shook his head negatively. 
Three times the President 
called; three times Powell re-| 
fused to take the call. 

Once Sen. Robert Kennedy 
suggested patronizingly that 


Powell might go beyond hi 
Harlem district and run fc 
high office in New York Cit’ 
possibly even mayor. 

“Do you think you might g 
city-wide?” asked Kennedy. - 
‘I am Nation-wide, Baby; 
retorted Powell. 

The reason for Powell' 
downfall wasn’t so much thi 
he wandered the world, gah 
vanted with girls and padde 
the payroll. He was simply to 
audacious and arrogant abou 
it. 

Other Congressmen, guilt;
